Bo 1868 he attended a Fenian cou vention at 


W. J. Hynes. He soon after drifted to Cui- 
cago, and, having studied medicine, was 
taken up by the Irish Nationalists. They 
secured him a position at the Joliet Peni- 
tentiary as assistant physician. He held the 
post for a number of years, and was dis- 
charged for some financial irregularities. 
After this he settled down at Braidwood and 
— a drug store and practiced med- 
cine. 

The Irish miners patronized the little 
Frenchman who was so ardent an Irish Na- 
uonalist. tHe organized a camp or lodge of 
the Clan-na-(#aels at Braid wood. and was the 
principal officer. He always represented this 
camp at the Clan-fha-Gael conventions. He 
was atthe Wilkesbarre convention in 1879 
or 1880, when O' Donovan Rossa was ex- 
pelled from the organization for financial 
irrégularities. 

He defended Rossa, and said that his mis- 
take ought to be overlooked because he 
preached me only doctrine which would be 
effectual in the case of Irelana—the doctrine 
of dynamite. But Rossa was expelled, not- 
withstanding. Le Caron was a delegate to 
the somewhat notorious Palmer House Clan- 
na-Gael Convention in Chicago in 1881. At 
the time there was a suspicion that he was a 


‘spy. The proceedings of tne convention 


leaked out. Some of the incidents got into 
the newspapers. Le Caron managed matters 
so adroitly that suspicion was transferred 
from him to a delegate named West from 
Providence, R. I. There was an investiga- 
tion. West was exonerated, but Le Caron 
bore the reputation of a patriot when the 
convention adjourned after a few days’ 
session, most of which was taken up in 
bickering. 

It was at this convention, Le Caron says, 
the dynamite policy was adopted, and that 
Wiliam J. Hynes of Chicago, John Devoy, 
and John J. Breslin, then the Executive 
Committee of the Clan-na-Gael, were cen- 
sured for their too moderate policy, which in- 
clined to the support of the moral force or 
Parnellite party. At this convention Le 
Caron was one of the advocates of the dyna- 
mute policy. 

TO CAPTURE. THE LAND LEAGUE. 

He was also one of the advocates of the 
policy of capturing the iand leagues, which 
were then being organized in Chicago and 
other American cities by the advocates of 
the Parneilite or moral force policy. Le 
Caron’s idea was that members of the Clan- 
na-Gael organizawion should be the officers of 
the land jeagues $0 that they could to some 
extent be able to coerce the Parnellites into 
adopting a boider policy. 

Le Caron and the war faction were defeat- 
ed in the convention, which came near énd- 
ing in a row because of that defeat. Wher- 
ever the war or “hillside faction“ were 
strong, however, Le Caron’s policy was 
adopted, and at the McCormick Hall conven- 
tion held in this city toward the close of the 
year 1881 the lend leagues throughout the 
country were represented in many instances 
by Clan-na-Gael delegates. Le Caron him- 
self attended as a Land League delegate from 
Braid wood. 

He was a member of the faction of the con- 
vention which proposed to capture it for 
Clan-na-Gael or revolutionary purposes. W. 
J. Hynes was the temporary presiding offi- 
cer. The clerical element was well vleased 
with him-as a moderate man. The Clan-na- 
Gael or hillside party wanted a more aggres- 
sive man who would carry out their ideas. 
Atacaucus of the Clan-na-Gael delegates it 
was decided to make Dr. Betts, an Episcopal 
clergyman of St. Louis, Permanent Chair- 
man. 


Hynes was set aside. He had quarreled 
with the hillside party. Le Caron was one 
of the strongest advocates of Dr, Betts. 
When the latter’s name was proposed in the 
convention for Permanent Chairman Father 
O'Sullivan, a Roman Cavholic: priest of 
Jamestown, N. Y., proposed that Hynes, the 
Temporary Chairman, be made the perma- 
nent presiding officer. Le Caron and the 
hillside party hissed this motion. A dele 
gate said it was in bad taste for a Catholic 
priest to object to a Protestant clergy- 
man as the presiding officer of an 
Irish National Convention. Fearing lest 
the cry oi bigotry should be raised 
Father O'Sullivan withdrew the 
proposition in reference to Hynes and Betts 
was elected. The cierical and moderate ele- 
ments, however, were strong enough to pre- 
vent the capture of the convention, which 
adopted moderate resolutions pledging the 
Irish in America to support the Parnellite 
party as far as they could go and as much 
farther as they wished to go. 

The principai result of the convention, 
which was called together by Messrs. T. M. 
Healy and T. F. O'Connor, two Parnellite 
members of Parliament, John Boyle O'Reilly 
of the Boston Pilot, Patrick Ford of the Jrish 
World, Gen. P. A. Collins, and Father Eu-

l a ‘ HIS FALSE TESTIMONY. 

His evidence on this and other points can 
be easily proved false. In his evidence the 
day before yesterday he said that the Par- 
nellite meetings here in 1880 were organized 
by the Clan-na-Gaels. This is entirely false. 
The meetings were organized by American 
citizens of all parties and ali nationalities. 
Mr. John Forsythe, an Irish Presbyterian 
Liberal of the Gladstone Home Rule Liberal 
school, who abhorred the millside and 
dynamite facuons with which Le Caron as- 
sociated, was the most active man in getting 
up the Chicago demonstration. 

Gov. Cullom presided. Mr. John V. Clarke, 
Thomas Hoyne, Michael Keely, end men of 
that kind were the most active in the com- 
mittees. The officers of the meeting were 
Judges of the courts, prominent public citi- 
zens, the editors and proprietors ot the pub- 
lic journals.

WILL BE INVESTIGATED. 


THE CHARGES AGAINST BONFIELD, 
SOHAACK, AND LOEWENSTEIN. 


These Officers Relieved from Duty Until 
an Examination Can Be Made of a 
Democratic Organ’s Allegations—Action 
Taken by the Mayor Last Night — The 
Officers Willi Push Their Damage Suits 
with Greater Vigor than Ever. 

Superintendent Hubbard, acting on the in- 
structions of Mayor Roche, issued an order 
last evening suspending Inspector John Bon- 
field, Capt. Michael J. Schaack, and Detect- 
ive Jacob Loewenstein from duty pending an 
investigation of the charges made against 
those officers in one of the Democratic jour- 
nals published here. The Mayor's instruc- 
tions and the Chief’s order were in the fol- 
‘lowing terms: 

George W. Hubbard, Chief ef Police—Str: 
Charges having been made by a newspaper here- 
tofore recognized as an organ of a political party 
against three members of the Police Department, 
and suits having been commenced to determine 
their truth or falsity, the courts refusing to ex- 

pedite the trial of the cases, and I having offered 
to submit to Mr. O. W. Potterand Aid. Wether- 
ell and Cullerton the question whether the evi- 
dence was sufficient to authorize the suspension 
or removal of these officers, in my opinion it 
would be unjust for me, even if the ei- 
dence was presented for consideration at the 
present time, to officially determine the truth 
or falsity of the charges. It being for the best 
interests of the department and necessary for 
the welfare of the citizens that the efficiency of 
the police system be not impaired, therefore, as 
the official head of the Police Department of the 
City of Chicago, I hereby instruct you to relieve 
from duty Inspector John Bonfield, Capt. Mi- 
chael J. Schaack, and Patrolman Jacob Loewen- 
stein until ample time has been given fora ju- 
dicial determination of the matter or the charges 
have been disproved. 
Jon A, Roch, Mayor. 

In accordance with the above instructions 
John Bonfield, Inspector of. Police; Michael J. 
Schaack, Captain of Police; and Jacob Loewen- 
stein, patrolman, have this day been suspended 
from duty. G. W. HUBBARD, 

General Superintendent of Police. 

This action has been expected for some days. 
Since Judge Baker’s decision refusing to ad- 
vance the hearing of the libel suits which 
the officers brought against the Democratic 
organ it was felt that Mayor Roche would be 
compelled to suspend them if they did not 
ask to be relieved from duty. The Mayor 
probably expected—indeed there is reason to 
believe that he did expect that the officers 

would from a sense of propriety and duty 
relieve him from te necessity of 
taking the initiative in the matter. 
He waited for three days, believing 
that they would ask to be relieved. 
They did not see their way to such a course. 
He had to decide for himself in the matter, 
and he decided to order their suspension. In 
reply to the motion to speed the trial the at- 
torneys for the sheet maxing the accusation 
filed affidavits in which it was set forth that 
Capt. Schaack and Inspector Bonfield were 
likely to use their positions and their author- 
ity to intimidate witness, to prevent the col- 
lection of testimony, and to otherwise in- 
terfere with the defendants in the 
acuon of libel in establishing their charges. 
Judge Baker’s decision by implication 
gave credence to this affidavit. Muyor Roche 
could not have his Acministration under ju- 
dicial suspicion by hindering the ‘course of 
justice. Moreover, the statements of the 
affidavits were set up as a plea for delay. By 
removing tne basis on which the affidavit 
was madethe Mayor has removed all possi- 
ble excuse for delay on the part of the news- 
paper making the attack on the officers. 
THE MAYOR'S POSITION. 

The order as printed above was issued last 
evening at 7 o’clock. Mayor Roche was then 
at the City-Hall an left immediately for his. 
home. He refused to be interviewed in re- 
lation to the order. Superintendent Hub- 
bard also asked to be excused from talking. 

A close friend of the Mayor who had 
talked with him during the evening gave 
the following explanation of the suspension: 
“The Mayor could do nothing else. The 
constant repetiuon of scandalous charges 
agaipst the officers suspended was beginning 
to have a most demoralizing effect on the po- 
lice force of the city. The men were ir- 
ritated and annoyed by the daily attacks on 
these officers. Their attentuon was distract- 
ed from their duties by these attacks. They 
did not believe that the attacks were true, 
though there is little doubt that the 
charges have had their effect in 
lessened the con- 
fidence of the men in their superiors. 
There was unrest and irritation. Demorali- 
zation was coming on. The best disciplined 
force in the world could not stand the cease- 
less fire of vituperation, no matter how false, 
against their officers. It is true that the ac- 
cusing parties refused to bring forward their 
charges ortosubmit them to an arbitration 
committee. That was their legal privilege. 
The courts have sustained them in this, and 
by implication have justified their course— 
holding in effect that the accused and ac- 
cusers could not stand equal before the 
judicial tribunals as long as the accused had 
such large police powers at their disposal. 
Now this was the situawon. 

‘* Again, the Democratic organs were mak- 
ing all possible political capital out of the 
charges. They were striking at the Mayor 
through Scheack and Bonfield, though both 
officers are Democrats. Assuming that the 
charges were true, they held Mayor Roche 
responsible for the acts of his subordinates. 
The public will approve the Mayor’s course 
in this matter. He held back as long as pos- 
sible in defense of officers who are not of his 
party and who have been attacked by their 
own party organ. He intervened when hesi- 
tation or inaction would be worse than a 
blunder. Had he waited until Monday the 
Council would probably have demanded the 
suspension of the officers.”

Bradley, an Ex-Conviet, Repays 
the Devotion of a Noble Wife by Send- 
ing Three Bullets into Her Body 
Fourth Ball Fired into His Own Head 
—An Act for Which There Was Not the 
Slightest Prevocatiou— The Woman's 
Labors fer Her Husband. | 


Walter S. Bradley repaia nine years of de- 
votion yesterday. He murdered the little 
woman whe had been the only defender of his 
dad life. He put three bullets into her body 
and a fourth into his 
own head at the Hotel 
Cortiand on Adams 
street, near Michigan 
avenue. 

For over a year Mrs. 

Edna L. Bradley had 

been a reporter on the 

morning papers. She 

worked on the Herald 

and the Time, and 

when the Globe began 

to print a year ago she 

went on the local 

force of that paper. 

She was hard-work- 

ing. She was more 

than that: she was indefatigabie. ‘She 
took the vicissitudes of a newspaper woman’s 
life cheerfully. She was up early and late 
—a pale, busy little creature, who showed 
her troubles in the lines of her face, but 
never uttered a hint of them. 

It was rather vaguely known that she had 
a husband. A man named Bradley. who was 

said to be a nephew of 
Clerk Bradley of the 
United. States Court, 
was sent to the peni- 
tentiary a year ago last 
fall for forgery. He had 
been connected with 
the business depart- 
ments of the Chicago 
Daily News and the St. 
Paul Pioneer ress. 
While employed as a 
clerk on the St. Paul 
Day he stole $800, but 
escaped punishment 
through the pleadings 

MRS. E. L. BRADLEY. of his wife. He was 
the subscription clerk of the Age till 
his employers discovered that he had stolen 
$500, He was arrested and indicted on nine 
charges of forgery. His wife worked in 
every direction to save him from the peni- 
tentiary. She went down on her knees be- 
fore the complainants, and she begged the 
Judge who tried him to be lenient. She 
earned money enough to pay his lawyers, and 
he escaped with the minimum punishment— 
a year in the penitentiary. 

RISKING HER SAFETY FOR HIM. 
Even after sentence had been passed his 


his release. She endangered her own safety 
by forming aa ingenious plot to get him out 
of tne County Jail. Bradiley’s cellmate was 
a fellow named Reidy, who was charged 
with a lignt offense. It was arranged that 
bail should be secured forthis man. Bradley 
was to represent himseif as Reidy and walk 
out of the jail He got as far the door 
and was there stopped by Clerk who 
recognized him. There was talk of indicting 
Mrs. Bradley and her brother-in-law, but 
they escaped and Bradley went to Joliet. 

The woman was left with the care of two 
children. She struck aut resolutely nb news- 
paper work. She took 
no leis ure. She 
worked sometimes tall 
she could scarcely see, 
but she was uncom- 
plaining and apparent- 
ly untiring. The time 
that she might have 
spent in resting was 
spent struggling for 
the pardon of her hus- 
band. She used his 
relatives and her own, 
her newspaper friends, 
and her acquaintances, LUCY BRADLEY. 
and she bombarded the Governor with pe- 
tition after petition. When somebody told 
her that she was working too hard she 
bravely replied: “Never mind. I will be 
repaid.”’ 

Bradley was released from the peniten- 
tiary four months ago and came to Chicago. 
His wife and he went to live at the Superior 
Hotei on North Clark street. She was proud 
of him, and she got him’ work on the 
Globe as an extra man on the local 
force. His habits were bad, and he abused 
her. He charged her with infidelity. He 
was jealous of a young man named Mann. 
Mrs. Bradley left her husband three times in 
that many months. Kach time the quarrel 
was made up. A week ago he said he was 
going South. She refused to give up her 
place and risk the support of her children for 
an uncertainty. He said he would kill her. 

FOUR SHUTS HEARD. 

Yesterday morning about 10:30 0’clock he 
went to the Hotel Cortland and found her in 
the parlor. Sue told the clerk, Harry Hall, 
to be ready to help her. She was afraid her 
husband would kill her, They talked for au 
nour. Then a shot was heard. Hal rau up 
stairs. Bradley was standing in the parlor, 
clutching his wife’s arm. 
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WENT DOWN WITH ALL ON BOARD. 


an Unknown Steamer Sunk Off Beachy 
Head—Was it the Werra?. | 

Lonpon, Feb. 6.—The British bark Largo 
Bay, bound for Auckland, was towed to Spit 
Head today in a sinking condition. She re- 
ports that Monday night last she was in col- 
lision with an unknown four-masted steamer 
off Beachy Head, and that the steamer was 
sunk with all on board. The seamen of the 
Largo Bay say they are certain that the lost 
steamer carried passengers, and they esti- 
mate that the crew and passengers together 
numbered at least 100 persons. The steamer 
sunk eight minutes after the oollision oc- 
curred. 

New York, Feb. 6. [Special. A morning 
paper expresses tne fear that the unknown 
four-masted steamer, which had a collision 
with the British bark Largo Bay, in which 
100 persons were supposed te have been 
drowned, was the North German Lloyd 
Werra. There seems little ground for 


the fear. The Werra cleared from 


New York Jan. 23 with 200 passengers 
aboard. She touched at Southampton Jan. 31, 
and, although she has not been reported at 
Bremen, she must have been far from 
Beachy Head when the accident occurred 
Monday sight. Mr. Herman Oelrichs, agent 
of the North German Lioyd Steamship Com- 
pany, was shown the London cablegram 
shortly after midnight. ‘‘ Why, I do not think 
it possible that the sunken steamer can be the 
Werra,“ said he. She cleared from New 
York early Wednesday, Jan. 23, and from 
Southampton Thursday, Jan. 31. She could 
not have taken more than forty-eight hours 
to reach Bremen from Southampton. You 
will find tae Werra is safe at her destina- 
tion.”

Wasurnerton, D. C., Feb. (Special. 
The bili to divide a portion of the Sioux Res- 
ervation in Dakota into separate reservations 
and to secure the relinquishment of the Ja- 
dian title to the remainder was befone the 
House tonight. The previous question was 
ordered on the bill and it will be taken up 
tomorrow for a final vote in the House, with 
separate votes on the amendments offered by 
Representatives Breckinridge of Kentupky 
and Payson. Mr. Breckinridge’s amend- 
ment provides that the lands to be opened 


under the homestead,laws shall be free to 


settlers. If this amendment is lost then 
Payson’s amendment providing for free 
lands to honorably discharged Union soldiers 
will be substituted. Mr. Hooker an 
amendment to the bill tonight reguiring the 
consent of the Indians to all lands taken, 
which was adopted, and which’ will 

render the bill, if ever enacted into law, an 
inoperative statute. The Indians refused to

edge. Altogether they presented a formida- 
ble front, and, as adversaries, were to be 
watched at every point, not for trickery, but 
for the twists and turns in a case that can be 
given by lawyers who are fully informed . on 
ail the points- of practice. Gen. Harrison 
was the trial lawyer of his firm; Mr. Miller 
was particularly available in studying out 
the various phases of a case; Judge Hines 
conducted the office practice, probate busi- 


ness, etc., and his clear and impartial judg- 


ment made him valuable in consultation to 
his associates. It used to be a joke about 
the office that a case had to be won first off 
of Hines before it could be taken into court, 
and the Judge’s suggestions were of great 
value in the preparation of a case. é 

Gen. Harrison was ford of trying cases. A 
vigorous battle in the courtroom pleased 
him, and he was thoroughly at home in pre- 
senting a case, from the opening statement 
to the concluding argument. He was re- 
markably quick in seizing all the points. It 
is said that if be had been suddenly called to 
couduct acase which Mr. Miller had been 
handling, that on the way to the court-room 
he would ask all the questions necessary to 
give him the facts needed to enter into a trial.

One feature of court work that Gen. Har- 
rison always delighted in was cross-examina- 
tions. He had a habit of seeing far ahead in 
quizzing Witnesses and never was swerved 
from his course when he once set about getting 
a desired answer. Satisfactory as this was to 
the chief operator, the court reporter always 
suffered ; as question and answer would dove- 
tail in an annoying manner. So noted was 
Gen. Harrison for his skill in cross-examining 
witnesses that he generally had a large au- 
dience on such occasions, and law students 
took many lessons from him. The only rival 
Gen. Harrison has in this line of work in In- 
diana is Ferdinand Winter, a small man with 
a voice so sharp and raspiag that a witness 
who goes through his hands feel as if a file 
had been at work on him.

FIRED ON THE AMERICAN CONSULATE. 


The Bombardment of St. Mare, Hayti—Not 


Gonaives, as at First Reported. 
New York, Feb. 6.—The steamer Harold, 
Capt. Hutton, from the blockaded Haytian 


ports of St. Marc and Port de Paix, brings 


news of the bombardment Jan. 2% of the 
former place while the Harold was in port. 
This is evidently the battle which was yes- 
terday reported to have taken piace at Gon- 


aives. According to the accounts given by 
the officers and crew of the Harold, five of 


Legitume’s war ships bombarded the town, 
inflicting considerable damage, and finally 
withdrew, leaving a force of soldiers who 
had been landed from the vessels to the ten- 


der mercies of Hippolyte’s troops. The house 
of the American Consul, over which the flag 


of the United States was flying, seemed to be 
a target for the guns of the fleet, which had 
previously bombarded and set on fire the 
Village of Grand Saline, near by. The dam- 
age tothe Town of St. Marc was considera- 
ble, and it was thought that if a determined 
attack by land had been made at once it could 
have been captured. Two men were killed 
in the forts and six wounded, according to 
the report given to the Harola by those who 
had been on shore. . 

New York, Feb. 6.— [Special. I— The Mal- 
lory Line steamer Carondelet is just now 
lying in the stream opposite Liberty Island 
with a cargo of ammunition on board. Late 
this afternoon the District Attorney rendered 
a decision ordering the seizure of the 
vessel on the ground that she was 
loading a contraband cargo. United States 
Marshal Holmes was put in charge of 
the Carondelet as soon as the District Attor- 
ney’s decision was made known.

AN AMERICAN VESSEL SEIZED BY A 
MAN-OF-WAR. 


The Whaler Mary Frazer Seized by a 
Portuguese Vessel. and Her Captain 
Thrown Inte Prison, Where He Still 
Lies—Outrageous Proceedings for Which 
the Portuguese Government Refuses to 
Make Any Reparation—A New Interna- 
tional Difficulty. 

New Beprorp, Mass., Feb. 6.—[Special. |— 
Another insult to the American flag has been 
offered, this tame by the Portuguese. The 
information has just reached this place, al- 
though the incident occurred the 3a of 
October, 1888. The whaling vessel Mary 


Frazer of Edgartown, while on the high 


seas, was overhauled, searched, and later 
was seized and taken into port. The Captain 
was for a time, and still is as far as known, 
virtually a prisoner, and has not the means 
to return to this country. The story told on 
good authority is that the Mary Frazer 
landed members of her crew at Calditas, 
where their families were, the sailors being 
natives. While ashore Cavt. Lapham was 
asked how much tobacco he had stowed away 
on board the bark, and» stated innocently 
that he had eleven boxes concaining 100 
pounds, possibly a little more. The bark 
was at this time on the high seas. 
Capt. Lapham returned to his vessel and 
cruised about, awaiting the return of his 
men from the island. He was several miles 
off shore. Then the Portuguese appeared. 
An armed crew boarded the Mary Frazer and 
declared they must be informed how much 
tobacco was in the Captain’s possession. The 
Captain upon investigation stated that he 
had eleven boxes, weighing 200 pounds. He 
entered a strong protest against the action of 
the Portuguese officials. He declared that 
the vessel was outside the jurisdiction of any 
Portuguese man-of-war, then being miles out 
at sea. He pointed to the flying American 
flag and asked the authority of the boarding 


v. 

The armed Portuguese gave no reply but 
searched the vessel, only to find that Capt. Lap- 
ham had told the truth about the tobacco. 
One of the sailors on the Mary Frazer in- 
formed the Portuguese officials that near 
Flores some of the tobacco had been sold by 
the Americans. Capt. Lapham explained 
that the sale was made on the high 
seas, far from land, and that it was 
none of the business of any Portuguese 
official. The armed foreigners then left 
the barx. It was not long before 
they returned. The Portuguese gun- 
boat Acor seized the Mary Frazer, manned 
her with armed men, and towed her into the 
harbor of Fayal. Capt. Lapham has been a 
prisoner, or practicaily a prisoner, ever since. 
For several days he was confined aboard. 
Then he was allowed:to go ashore under 
guard, at the permission of the Portuguese 
commander. urity of $40,000 was de- 
manded to insure the appearance of the Cap- 
tain when wanted. . In reality he was placed 
under bonds, and, being unable to furnish 
them, was kept on the isiand. 

The civil proceedings were out ous 
under the circumstances. First the Mary 
Frazer was fined $200 (Portuguese money) 
by customs officers. It was heid by these 
officers that a false manifest had been given 
by Capt. Lapham, and a fine of $300 (Portu- 

ese money) was inflicted on Capt. Lap- 

am because of his sale of tobacco on the 
high seas, of which the officiais were 
informed — one of the sailors 
on the ary Frazer. The place 
of seizure was off the Azores, some 
ten miles from Pico. The exact date was 
Oct. 3, 1888. An 5 to the officials at 
Lisbon was sought by the United States Con- 
sul, but it was of no-avail. Permission to ap- 
peal would only be granted on a deposit of 
$7,000 in cold cash. The Consul General saw 
no other way than to let the local officials 
take possession of the bark, and then to seek 
redress through the Government he repre- 
sents. That he has done. 

At last accounts the Americans were still 
on the island. They have suffered loss of 
money, time, and many indignities. The ves- 
sel has been detained much to the loss of her 
owners.” The Captain and his men are with- 
out means. This little international incident 
bids fair to add much to the perplexities of 
our Goverhment, already mixed up in Samo- 
an and Haytian imbroglios. Further informa- 
tion from the island of seizure and captivity 
is expected every day.

MAY BE TRIED BY A JURY OF WOMEN 


A Curious Case Under the Old Common 
Law at Pittsburg, Pa. 

Pirrsspure, Pa., Feb. 6—A curious case 
which may resuit in the request for a jury of 
women to decide it will come up in the 
Orphan’s Court shortly. It is a claim of Miss 
Mitchell to the estate of Thomas Sheehan of 
this city. Sheehan had a daughter who was 
placed in a convent when a child, and who 
it was afterward reported had died. Shee- 
han died some time ago leaving an estate of 
$50,000, and Miss Mitchell laid claim to the 
estate as the lost daughter. A number of 
other women put in their claims, but all ex- 
cept Miss Mitchell were rejected as spurious 
claimants. She was identified by her mother 
through a birthmark, and at the trial it is 
probable a jury of women will be demanded 
to decide the case. This is something which 
the old common law permitted in certain 
cases, but which is not known in the profes- 
sion as a matter of practice for over two 
centuries. 


HOW LEAP YEARS ARE COMPUTED. 


Explaining About the Odd Day That Comes 
One Year in Four. 


MOUNT PLEASART, Ia., Feb. 5.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.j~—I notice in several ty ay oe a 
statement to the effect that the year A. D. 1900 
will not be a‘leap year; that after 1896 the ladies 
who intend to use the leap year for mak ng —_ 
posals must wait eight years, or until 1804. This 
is indeed true; but none of these papers, so far 
as I have observed, have expiained why itis that 
leap year will be omitted at that time. Presum- 
ing that the many readers of THE TRIBUNE will 
be interested in knowing more of the intricacies 
of the calendar than are 2 found in news- 
papers I offer the following explanation: 

The difficulty of measuring time accurately 
lies in the fact that the solar or tropical year 
does not admit of equai divisions into a certain 
humber of days or even hours. In other words, 
as the earth's revolution on its own axis is the 
measurement of our day of twenty-four hours, 
and as the earth makes 3650f these daily re volu- 
tions and a fraction of another one While it is 
making one revolution about the sun, the dim“ 
culty lies in the proper estimate and adjustment 
of this fraction. Hence arises the necessity of 
an occasional leap year totake up and appro- 
priate these fractions of a day. The civil 
or tropical year may be defined to be 

length of time that eélapses from 
the departure of the stn from one 
of the tropics until it arrives at the same point 
again. This time has been differently estimated 
by Ptolemy, Tycho Brabe, Kepler, Sir John 
Herschel, and others, there being, however, but 
afew seconds or minutes of difference in the 
several estimates. The one most commonly ac- 
cepted is that which gives the r as consisting 
of 365 days, five hours, forty-eight minutes, and 
forty-eight seconds. If the sun should make his 
round in exactly 365 days there would be no 
; gate difficulty in computing time; or even if 

e 


be easily solved by simply adding 
every fourth year an additional day to the calen- 
dar year. This additonal day is added every 
leap year, making 366 days constitute that year. 
But it will be readily seen, however, that if there 
is added one whole od in every fourth year there 
will be added too much, for one day in four years 
is equivalent to adding 6 hours every year. But 
6 hours is more than 5 hours % minutes and 48 
seconds (the fraction that accumulates every 
year) by 11 minutes and 12 seconds; there is ada- 
ed, therefore, 11 minutes and 12 seconds too 
much eve year, if it is insisted on making 
every fourth year a leap year. 

To understand clearly how this difficulty can 
be reasonably adjusted by waking or omitting 
leap years, commence with an even start at the 
end of the year A. D. 1600, which was a leap year. 
During the year 1601 there was added 6 hours, 
which was eleven minutes and twelve seconds 
more than shouid have been added. This addi- 
tion, of course,’ will not be perceived until 1604, 
when there was added a whole day in February, 
Dut of course it is virtually adding the six hours 
every year. Now, when this process has been 
continued for 100 years (that is, to 1700) itis 
founda that there have been added eighteen hours 
and forty minutes too much—nearly a day. If it 
were exactly twenty-four hours the subtraction 
of a day at this time would render the computa- 
tion quite simple. But, in fact, one day is sub- 
tracted, or a day not added, and hence the year 
A. D. 1700 was nota leap year. And so, for the 
same reason, there is omitted a day in 1800 and in 
1900, and neither of these years, therefore, can be 
a leap year. 

But in subtracting or omitting a day in 1700 it 
will be noticed that there has n subtracted 
too much—that is, the difference between twenty 
four hours and eighteen hours and forty minutes, 
which amounts to five hours and twenty min- 
utes. So, also, there is subtracted too much by 
the same amount in 1800 and 1990. Therefore, to 

medy this apparent miscalculation, when the 
year 2000 A. D. arrives there is again added a 
day, and that willthen be a leap year. Now, 
during these 400 years what has n done? 
Why, there has been added four times eighteen 
bours and forty minutes, 3 to seventy 
four hours and forty minutes, and there has been 
subtracted only seventy-two hours—tnut is, three 
days—one each in 1700. 1800, and 140. There 
has been added, therefore, two hours and 
forty minutes more than was subtracted, and 
therefore the next 400 year period starts out with 
a gain of two hours and forty minutes. This an- 
nualincrement of eleven minutesand twelve 
seconds will in about 3,600 years amount to about 
twenty-four hours, and when that time comes 
it will be necessary to subtract an additional day 
to square the account—that is, 8,600 years from 
A. D. 1600—to wit: A. D. 5200, although divisible 
by 400, will not be a leap year. 

The rule, therefore, for findt leap years by 
os by 4 and 400 is not strictly correct. For, 
by the foregoing explanation, it will be seen that 
1600, 2000, and all other years divisible by 400. ex- 
cept one in every cycle of 3,600 years, are lea 
years, while all such centesimal years as 1800, 
1900, 2100, ete,, are not, and never can be leap 
years. T. A. BEREMAN. 

(This matter about leap years is all correct ex- 
cept the last paragraph. No provision has been 
made for dropping an extra day or adding one in 
the calendar at the end of 3,600 years, and it is 
not now widely regarded as important that 
such change should be made or even that a day 
should continue to be dropped out at the end of 
every fourth century. It is probable that a 
movement will soon be made by mathematical 
astronomers for changing that part of the rule 
at the close of this century, and reverting from 
the Gregorian to the Julian calendar, which is 
the one employed in computations of planetary 
and lunar motions. The only reason for the sub- 
stitution of the Gregorian was a desire to keep 
the feasts and tasts of the church at the same 
point in the season for all time to come, and 
the world does not now attach so much im-

“ But gastro-enteritis differs materially 
from typhoid. It is an inflammaton of the 
bowels, and especially the small bowels. 
It runs its course in from ten to 
fourteen days: the temperature of the 
patient is not so high; the nervous 
system is notso prostrated; and the disease 
is more easily controlled. Death, however, 


frequently results, That is the disease which 


is now epidemic in Lake View. Typhoid- 
fever is only prevalent.”

HEW SHIPS OF THE AMERICAN NAVY. 


Ten Vessels Likely to Be Completed This 
Year—Their Effectiveness. 
Wasninerton, D. C., Feb. 4.—The troubles 
in Samoa have led the Navy Department to 
look over its list of vessels under construc- 
tion in order to see how many of them can be 
made available during the next few months. 
The chief value these are to add is de- 
rived from their guns and their speed. 
They are, besides, built of steel, 
and have ali the dest modern 
appliances; but the trouble with our vessels 
now at Apia or on the way thither consists 
much less in their being built of wood than 
in their carrying guns less powerful than 
they ought to be. All the German vessels 
there are and the two armored 
cruisers said to have started thither from 
home waters will be a long time on the way. 
With good guns the difference between steel 


armored, would not worry our sailors. 

Ali the new cruisers and gunboats carry 
the modern style of high-powered, breech- 
loading steel They are also coal pro- 
tected, or, in other words, have a beit of coal 
around the machinery to help keep out hos- 
tile shot, when the bunkers arefull. The 
great reliance felt in the Chicago, Atlanta, 
aud Boston in the present emergency is 
that they not only have good speed, but 
carry as good us as any of their cali- 
bre in the ward. This is equally true 
of the new vessels we are to add this present 
year, which are also armed with six-inch and 
eight-inch guns.

A Report of the Committee on Revising the 


Rates of Commissions Presented but Not 
Adopted—It Will Be Fully Discussed and 
Acted Upon at the March Meeting—Full 
Text of the Document—Expenses of the 
Big Banquet. 

‘The Chicago Real Estate Board held its 
regular monthly meeting yesterday after- 
noon at No. 180 La Salle street. The Presi- 
dent, Mr. George M. Bogue, called the meet- 
ing to order promptly at 4 o’ciock. On be- 
half of the Committee on Membership Mr. E. 
M. Snow reported that Mr. E. P. Maynard 
had been elected a member of the board. 

The Committee on Rates and Charges sub- 
mitted through its Chairman, William A. 
Bond, the following report: . 


SCALE OF CHARGES. 
To the President and Members of the Chicago 
Real Hetate Board ; 


Your committee to whom 
was referred the matter of revising 
commissions pertaining to rents have considered 
the subject carefully. and have had not only sev- 
eral conferences among themselves but lave 
called in for our counsel others of the board 
members who are prominently identitied with 
the renting business. We bave included in this 
report the rule recently passed by the board for 
commissions on exchanges of property, some 
miscellaneous items concerning taxes, etc., and 
also rates govern the sales of real estate as 
shown by old schedule, as follows: 

Scale of commissions and charges of the Chi- 
cago Real Estate Board: 

or negotiating and making leases where rents 
are not collected by nt: 

1. Stores and business property, lease not ex- 
ceeding two years, charge on amount of first 
year's rental, 5 per cent. 

.2. Where term exceeds two years add for each 
additional year 24% per cent. 

3. Residence property, on total rent fer term 
of lease, 24% per cent. 

4. When a building is occupied by stores and 
fiats it shall be considered in all cases residence 
property. 

5. Ground leases, term less than fifteen years, 
on total rent covered by lease, 2% per cent. 
(Where property is subject to reappraisal during 
life of lease the charge isto be computed for 
the full term on the basis of the first five years’ 
rental.) 

6. Ground leases exceeding fifteen years on the 
appraised value of property at date of makin 
lease, 242 percent. (If more than one appraisa 
is mentioned in the lease then the percentage is 
to be figured on an average of the appraised 
values specified.) 

7. Should there be a clause in the lease giving 
the lessee an option to purchase the property, 
and he should avail himself of said option, the 
owner is to pay the agent 2½ per cent on the 
purchase price paid when sale is closed. 

8 Where a tenant has a privilege for re- 
newal’’ expressed in lease it is to be understood 
that the owner of the property shall pay a com- 
mission for said renewal at the sume rate as 
though the lease when first written had covered 
the whole time. This commission is to be paid 
at the time of the renewal. 

WHERE THE AGENT COLLECTS RENT.

| FORD, THE YOUNG STUDENT FORGER. 


ured at Tucson Last Tuesday. 

iL, Feb. 6.--[Special.]—Ford, 
the young student forger who swindled three 
banks at Kankakee, two in this city, and one 
in Urbana, ali in one day, out.of $5,200, is 19 
years old and the son of a prominent farmer 
at Kankakee.

At this point all trace of 
him was lost. The operative was recalled, and 
the picture of the missing man sent to the Pull- 
man superintendents, to railroad conductors, 
and others who would be most likely to see him 
in the Southwest, As to the circumstances 
of the capture, Mr. W. 4. Pinker- 
ton said last evening: “Yesterday I 
received a telegram from S8. 8. Gillespie 
& conductor on the Southern Pacitic Railroad, 
dated Texas Hill, Ari., and stating that Ford was 
a passenger on his train, that he had identified 
hin. from his picture, and asking instructions as 
to what he should do. I at once telegraphed M. 
F. Shaw. Sheriff of Tucson, Ari., instructing him 
to see Gillespie on his arrival on the train at 
Tucson at 7 p. m.; that Gillespie would point 
out Ford, and Shaw should arrest him. This 
morning I received a telegram from Shaw saying 
he had arrested Ford, and that the prisoner ac- 
knowledged his identity. The prisoner said he 
was on his way to New Orleans, and intended to 
sail for South America from there.“ 

Ford is a young man of respectable parentage. 
His peopie are living at Kankakee and have the 
respect of the community. His father was at 
one time private secretary to President Garfield. 
An officer has gone to Arizona to take Ford back 
to be tried in Kankakee and Champaign. It is

FALLING OFF IN FLOUR PRODUCTION, 


The Northwestern Miller's“ Weekly Re- 
port of Milling Operations. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 6.—The North 
we tern Miller today says: 

Last week operations on the platform were 
largely a repetition of several weeks past. Low 
water and ice figured prominently and were the 
cause of a small falling off in the aggregate flour 
production. The eleven mills which ran a great- 
er or less part of the time made a total of 79,500 
n 18,250 barrels daily—aguinst 
84. 100 barrels the previous week and 114000 bar- 
rels for the corresponding time in 1888, One 
firm again made over one-half the whole out-put. 
There were eleven mills running this afternoon, 
but two of these, representing a daily product of 
2,500 barrels, were started since morning. They 
were producing at the rate of nearly 17,000 bar- 
rels per twenty-four hours, but when numerous 
stops and tne late starting of some of them are 
allowed for the grind for the week will doubtless 
go under these figures. 

One more mill has been compelled to fall back 
on steam power, and there are seven thus driven 
in whole or part. The local stock of flour is be- 
ing added to slightly, and now amounts to about 
110,000 barrels—considerably less than a week's 
run of the mills in good times. Some of this is 
sold and awaits more favorable freight rates. 
Local firms are adding some to the stock at Du- 
luth. There were about 33,000 barrels reported 
stored there Saturday. 

The flour market remains in a dull and 
unsatisfactory tion. There was more 
interest apparentiy manifested by buyers 
when wheat was advancing, but this 
has largely disappeared since that cerea) 
entered 0g its decline of the last few days. Some 
millers say that there 1s a better inquiry, not 
only at home but from abroad, but they admit it 
to be of rather a weakly order. The direct ex- 
ports of flour last week were only 6,200 barrels, 
against 12,000 barrels the preceding week.

94. The wheat receipts for the week ending 
Feb. 5 were 411,040 bushels. The shipments Were:

HAS THE DISINTEGRATION OF THE 
SANTA FE SYSTEM BEGUN? 


Report That President Strong Has Disposed 
of an Important Branch in Texas—A 
Denial—Roads Preparing to Adopt the 
Tariff of the lowa Commissioners—OD- 
jJections to the Proposed Central Traffic 
Association Agreement—Successfal Rail- 
way Management. 

Parts, Tex., Feb. 6.~—[Special.}—The disinte- 
gration of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé sys- 
tem has begun. Evidently the same policy is to 
be pursued that was followed in the Wabash 
wreck—the lopping off of branches. For two 
days President Strong of the Santa Fé and H. L. 
Morrill, General Manager of St. Louis & San 
Francisco Railway, have been in consultation 
here, The party were in conference for twenty- 
four hours, and today it is announced that tune St. 
Louis & San Francisco, has purchased the Gulf, 
Colorado & Santa Fé Branch from this 
city to Dallas. The line is apout 100 
miles long and gives the St Louis 
& San Francisco people a diregt line from St. 
Louis to Dallas. The purchase is one of the 
most important that have taken place for yedrs 
in this section. Little can be learned here about 
the deal. The officials all left for home this 
morning. Before leaving they were interviewed, 
and while not denying the sale refused to go into 
details. For years the Atchison has struggled 
for Texas trade, and this surrender is a great 
surprise. It will be a serious blow to the Mis- 
souri Pacific and gives the Frisco a good hold 
on Northern Texas. Nothing can be learned 
about the terms, but the consideration must have 
been large, as the line is in good shape. The 
Frisco line to this city was completed about a 
year ago, and a line to Dallas was in process of 
construction. } 

General Manager Scott of the Santa Fé sys- 
tem said tonight that there was no truth in the 
report that the Atchison had sold or leased the 
Dallas Branch to the St. Louis & San Francisco 
Railway. He said that there was some trouble 
with the stockholders, ana that President Strong 
was 2 Texas for the purpose of fixing up the 
matter.

Drug Clerks Denounce a Proposed Amend- 
ment to the Pharmacy Law. 

The Pharmacy law of this State as it now ex- 
ists on the statutes provides that a person desir- 
ing to become a practicing pharmacist must 
have had at least two years’ experience in a 
reguiarly established pharmacy and be able to 
pass the prescribed examination before the State 
Board. 

An amendment to this law has been introduced 
at this session of the Legislature which entirely 
does away with the examination, and demands 
that the only qualification necessary is an affida- 
vit signed by an employer showing that the ap- 
plicant has had three years’ experience in a drug 


Store. 

It was for the consideration of this amend- 
ment that a meeting of the Drug Clerk Associa- 
tion of Chicago was held last evening at the 
Pharmacy College, No. 465 State street. Richard 
Voge occupied the chair and E. G. Binz acted as 
Secretary. The meeting was called to order at 
8:30 and the following resolution was read by 
the Secretary and referred to the committee of 
five named below: 

2. That we are satisfied with the pres- 
ent Pharmacy law. Should it be necessary to 
alter it that we recognize all diplomas of legiti- 
mate co and also acknowledge all State 

trations. Thatthe annual registra- 
tion fee shall be abolished and the expense of 
the Pharmacy law be paid by the State, and that 
having been once qualified one shall be consid- 
ered thereafter competent without further ex- 
amination, renewal fee, or form of law.

While acknowledging that 
the present law might be improved upon, in 
their opinion the proposed amendment would be 
detrimental not only to the druggists and clerks, 
but us to the public. 

A vote favoring the present law in preference 
to such an amendment was en and was al- 
most unanimously carried. As none seemed 
able to present any plan of action in the matter, 
it was decided that tne Chair appoint a commit- 
tee of five to actin conjunction with a similar 
committee to be appointed in the near future by 
the Retail Druggists’ Association of Chicago. 
The Chair appointed Messrs. Love, Hiss, 
Rummitch, Burney, and Puckner. who will also 
look after the above resolution.. After some fur- 
ther general discussion the meeting adjourned 
subject to call.

THE REVENUE QUESTION. 


Crafts’ Bill Providing for Town and Coun- 
ty Boards of Review. 

SPRinerizvp, III., Feb. 6.—[Special. |—The 
revenue question is coming up in various 
forms and the Crafts bill providing for Town 
ana County Boards of Review is receiving 
more or less attention. These boards are 
required to raise or lower the assessed 
valuation according to their best judg- 
ment, and the County Board shall constitute 
a board of review. The County Clerks must 
then make their returns to the State Auditor, 
who will present them in turn to the State 
Board ot Equalization. The State Board is 
to assemble at the Capitol the second Tues- 
day in the month of August annually 
and examine the abstracts of property 
assessed and equalized for taxation in the 
several counties of this State, as returned to 
the Auditor, and equalize and correct the as- 
sessments as hereinafter provided. The 
board must not reduce the aggregate assessed 
valuation in the State, nor of any county, but 
may increase tne ag te assessed valua- 
tion, and it it tinds that the property of any 
county or any part of the property is under- 
vaiued it is to raise the assessment of the 
same to its fair cash value. 


TO BEGULATE PAWNBROKERS. 


A Bill Which Provides for the Formation of 
Associations.

He Declares the Day for Isolation Is Fast 
The House Agrees to the Conference Re-

WaSHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 6. The House to- 
ay agreed to the conference report on the 
icaragua Canal bill by a vote of 177 to 60. 
In the course of the long debate Mr. Nelson 
of Minnesota urged that there should be 
some provision in the bill to prevent the com- 
pany from watering its stock, but he did not 


succeed in convincing the House. 

Mr. Chipman said that he had favored the 
bill as it came from the Senate. He had not 
favored it as it passed the House, the amend- 
ments which bad been placed upon it having 
served to emascuiate it. They had been in- 
corporated on the idea that the United States 
should be free from entangling alliances and 
that it should isolate itself. The day for iso- 
lation haa passed—voices from all parte of 
the world were warning the United States 
of this—voices from the isthmus, from Can- 
ada, from Samoa, from wherever foreign na- 
tions had planted their flags. He said: 

The attempt to make it impracticable for 
American enterprise to plant itself in foreign 
countries was too late. e day had passed and 
the time had come for a haughty and dictatorial. 
American policy and certainly a wise American 
policy. This is a bold step—no, u is not 
bold, for even in its present shape it is hesitat- 
ing, timid—but in comparison with our past it is 
a bold step in the direction of the destiny of the 


country. 

We are carrying the flag into that on of 
Central America. We are carry it with the 
indorsement of this Government. e have put 
ourselves where, though we may not be pecuni- 
arily lable, we shall be morally responsible for 
the safety and 8 of a great American 
enterprise which will help to spread our country 
over the world. 

I, for one, hope that this step is only a prelude 
to the day when the Nation will follow, and we 
as a people will plant our feet on those regions, 
and when our flag shall wave over the State of 
Nicaragua as a State of the United States of 
America.
